On April 13, 2004, Patentee received a notice dated April 6, 2004 denying its request 
for said "Certificate of Correction" because "none of the certified copies of the priority 
documents have been received," copy enclosed as Exhibit 2. 
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Patentee hereby respectfully requests reconsideration of the denial in view of the 
further information provided herein and issuance of the Certificate of Correction enclosed as 
Exhibit 1 . 

As referenced on the front page of the '933 divisional patent and in the first line of the 
specification of the '933 divisional patent, the '933 divisional patent is a divisional of United 
States patent application Serial No. 09/097,832, now United States Patent No. 6,349,722 
(herein "the '832 parent application"). The '832 parent appHcation and the '933 divisional 
patent claim the same foreign priority, i.e., NZ 3281 16 dated 6/17/97 and NZ 330295 dated 
4/27/98. The certified copies of NZ 3281 16 dated 6/17/97 and NZ 330295 dated 4/27/98 
were submitted on July 23, 1998 (this is even before the filing of the '933 divisional patent) 
and subsequently accepted in the '832 parent application. Enclosed as Exhibit is a copy of 
the "Transmittal of Priority Documents" which were filed with the United States Patent and 
Trademark Office on July 23, 1998 for the '832 parent applicafion as well as a copy of the 
cover page NZ 3281 16 dated 6/17/97 and NZ 330295 dated 4/27/98. 

In addition, enclosed as Exhibit 4 is a copy of the front page of the '832 parent 
application as issued as United States Patent No. 6,349,722. This document clearly shows the 
foreign priority documents. 

Under United States Patent law, an Applicant is not required to resubmit the certified 
copies of the foreign priority documents in divisional applications. Perfection of the priority 
in the parent application carries through to any "child" applications, such as the present 
divisional application, '933 divisional patent. 

Therefore, even thought the Examiner stated in the Notice of Allowability that the 
none of the certified copies of the priority documents had been received, the Examiner was in 
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error. This error will be clear upon an inspection of the '832 parent application which forms 
part of the file of the '933 divisional patent.
